Harding and V\ ood 
were tied in the City of Coshocton, each receiving 154 votes, ac- 
cording to the unofficial returns at the election board office. 
With all of the 43 precincts of Coshocton county reported 
Wednesday afternoon, Wodd's unofficial total was 462 and 
Harding's 348.
